: The Koochiching Dam. 


nt Minneapolis paper gays CONgress 
has granted the Koochiching Dam 
and Water Power company, which is 
partiy composed of Minn¢apolis bus- 
iness men, five years additional time 
in which to ‘build its dam across the 
Rainy river at  Kooehiching. This 
enterprise was projected — several 
years ugo when the, Koochiching 
company bought the necessary land 
and riparian rights on the American 
side of the river. Since that time 
negotiations have been pending ‘with 
the Ontario government “ioc the ri- 
parian rights on the Canadian side. 
It is understood that. the Canadian 
railroad influence has been instru- 
mental in delaying the. work. The 
Koochiching company plans the de- 
velopment Of the immense water 
power at that: point by building a 
dam 1,309 feet long. This would en- 


sure a power equal to almost any 
water. power in the United States, 


with the possible exception oi that 
at the Soo. It would be especially 
valuable in developing the pulp and 
paper industry on the Rainy river. 
The promoters of the enterprise na- 
turally feel that they should be giv- 
en the opportunity to acquire the 
rights on the Canadian side in re- 
turn for the development work.

A place to put eerste: tise pre. 
cede tha putting of everything in ita 
How can a boy be expected to 
be orderly unless. he has some place 
Where bis ball and bats, his rackets 
and his fishing lines, to say nothing of 
half a hundred other things dear to his 
heart; can be safely stored? 

‘One of the good things about a locker 
Is the fact that the boy bimself can 
make it.

The dimensions:cannot 
be given here, because the dimensions 
will depend upon the size of the boxeas 
that can be had. To secure drawers 
that are broader than their height it 
may be necessary to sedure boxes of 
the right size in length and breadth, 
then to cut off a piece of the top, mak- 
ing the height of the bottom part that 
is left just right to go info {ts compart- 
ment.
